Sir,—lI have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the North-West Territories for the year 1903. 

During the past year the department has experienced many changes 
in the personnel of its staff on account of the general desire of a number 
of the officials to get out and do for themselves in private enterprises and 
in classes of work where there were chances of more rapid advancement 
than in the Government service. The effect of these changes have, I am 
glad to say, been well met by the members of the service who remained 
and those taken on to fill the vacancies. 

The general wave of prosperity in which the Territories have par- 
ticipated along with the rest of the Dominion, the bountiful harvests of 
1901 and 1902 and the above average harvest of 1903, together with the 
high prices which prevailed for all commodities from the farming and 
ranching districts, had a very marked effect upon the country. So, that 
although a large immigration has taken place in the past few years a 
still larger influx may be looked for from Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Continent and the neighbouring Republic to the south of us. This means 
that many of the heretofore unoccupied districts of the Territories will 
from year to year become opened up and the settled portions will become 
more thickly populated, resulting in a greater demand than in the past 
for new roads, better roads, additional bridges, ferries and other facilities 
to enable the settlers to reach with as little difficulty as possible their 
local market centres. Drainage works will also be required to permit of 
the better cultivation of the land and the improving of highways in cer- 
tain sections of the country. More fireguards will be needed for the 
protection of the stockmen and some system must be devised to assist 
settlers in testing for a water supply in those districts where the ordinary 
efforts of the people themselves have proved ineffectual. Prospective 
railway construction will also have a very pronounced effect in the bring- 
ing in to the country many people and, from the heavy expenditure 
incurred by existing railways in the improvement of their permanent way 
and terminals, it is obvious that those corporations are doing their 
utmost to enable them to handle to the best advantage the increased trathie 
which is bound to present itself in the very near future. — , 

Although the demands upon the Department of Public Works have 
been great in the past there is little doubt but that they will increase in 


the future along the lines of supplying the more important works, 


leaving those of a minor class to be undertaken by the people themselves 
under the provisions of the new local improvement ordinance, passed at 
the last session of the Legislative Assembly, giving increased power to 
local organisation. In a new country like these Territories there was a 
time when everything in the way of improving the facilities for trayel, 
providing a water supply to offset in a measure the shortcomings of 
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nature in certain parts, the construction of fireguards and the doing of 
like works for the benefit of and to assist the struggling settler, had to 
be undertaken by a kind, benevolent and paternal government and 
during a time when the whole country was practically open for travel. 
Owing to the rapid settlement of large areas, and the consequent 
fencing of lands taken up, the arteries for travel are necessarily changed 
and confined in great part to the road allowances laid out in the system 
of survey. This changed condition means that more work must be done 
in the way of road improvement and the time has come when a fair 
share of this work will have to be undertaken by locai organisations — 
themselves. It is worthy of note, however, that the people in many 
sections of the country began to realise this some little time ago and 
asked for greater taxing powers, as with the limited powers they had 
under the former local improvement ordinance, in conjunction with the 
limited means of this department, it was impossible to meet the many 
and ever increasing demands for works of a public nature. The new 
local improvement ordinance will doubtless do much to offset these 
conditions, and although the power is given under its provisions to 
increase the assessment up to a maximum of $8 per quarter section per 
annum, it is not thought that it will be found a burden by the people 
themselves within parts of the Territories where’ it will become 
necessary to assess the lands to this limit. 

During the year 19038, owing to there being no severe and 
disastrous floods, the department was not called upon to replace as many 
of its important structures as in the former year, and it is “a great 
satisfaction to know that all the bridges carried out in 1902 have been 
or are nearly all replaced by new structures, a number of which are 
of a more permanent and durable character than those erected in the 
first instance. The total expenditure incurred by the department during 
the year on public works out of general revenue amounted to $372,220.00 
or nearly $74,000.00 more than was expended from this source in 1902. 
It is, of course, to be understood that this sum includes certain works 
completed in 1902 but not paid for until 1903. For the purpose of | 
comparison with the expenditure of former years and of showing the 
growth of the annual expenditure of the department, the following 
table, compiled from former reports, is appended.

That is, in a period of five years the expenditure incurred in one year 
had grown 188'44 per cent., which shows in how marked a way the 
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department has endeavoured to keep pace with the growth of the 
country, while at the same time its responsibilities have increased in a 
like or greater proportion, since so many of the works of former years 
become a charge upon the department for their proper maintenance and 
repair. ‘To in a measure meet these conditions an effort was made at 
reorganising the inside staff of the department by delegating certain 
work to certain members of the staff and thus training each in a special] 
line to promote greater efficiency and more prompt handling of mail 
matters delegated to the administration of the department. 

For the sake of uniformity the system adopted in the preparation 
of former reports will be followed as nearly as possible throughout this 
report with this exception, that since the small local improvement 
districts have been disorganised by the new ordinance which came into 
effect on the Ist of January, 1904, there will in consequence be no list of 
overseers of local improvement districts.

It will be observed that the tota! output of bituminous and lignite 
coal exceeds that of 1902 by 123,667 tons, being an increase of 25 per 
cent. on these two classes. The falling off in the output of anthracite 
coal was due to the fact that the mine at Anthracite, operated by the H. 
W. McNeill Co., Ltd., was only in operation during a short period of the 
year and the mine of The Canadian Pacific Railway Co.’s Mining and 
Metallurgical Department, at Bankhead, had only started operations at 
the beginning of the year. These mines will be referred to later on in 
this report. 

As has been pointed out in former reports, the coal output of this 
section of Canada shows in a measure the development which has taken 
place in the Territories along many lines of industrial pursuit, and with 
the extensive prospecting that is going on at the present time, as well as 
the acquisition of coal properties by coal companies and_ private - 
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individuals throughout those portions of the Territories where the coal 
bearing formations lie, it will readily be seen that before very long the 
output must more than double that of the past year,due largely to increased 
domestic consumption, followed in later years by a greater demand for 
‘railway consumption and that of manutactories which are bound to 
pring up in local centres. The export of coke to Montana for smelting 
yurposes must also aid in increasing the output of the existing mines in 
the south-west portion of the Territories and be an incentive in the 
development of what are now only mere prospects in that section. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that mining development in Western Canada will 
before many years reach such a stage that many smelters will be estab- 
lished on this side of the line, and thereby assist, by their consumption 
of coke, in the further development of our coal mines and aid very 
materially in our further industrial advancement. 

In our coal deposits the Territories have undoubtedly a goodly 
heritage the value of which time will only reveal, and in addition a 
valuable offset in a prairie country to the disadvantage of having no 
other fuel for the settler. 

Souris Coal Distract. 


The demand of coal from this district has increased on account of 
its cheapness and the ready home market found: owing to the large 
influx of settlers. The output of the Souris Mining Co., Ltd., has 
doubled in the past year and improved facilities have been installed for 
the handling of the mine product. The following new mines have been 
opened up in the Souris district: At Bienfait by The Canadian Pacitic 
Railway Co.’s Mining and Metallurgical Department; Coalfields by the 
Roche Percee Coal Mining Co., Ltd. ; Coaltields by John Stock ; Estevan, 
by H. Watson. 

Lethbridge Coal District. 


The Alberta Railway & Coal Co. have added appliances to increase 
the ventilation of their mine at Lethbridge and have installed a new air 
compressor so as to be able to add to the number of their air drills at any 
time. The output of this colliery has been increasing steadily, largely 
due to its good qualities as a domestic coal. 


Crow’s Nest Pass Coul District. 


In the Crow’s Nest Pass coal fields the operations of the Canadian- 
American Coal & Coke Co. at Frank were showing a very marked 
development up to the time the disaster occasioned by the slide of a 
portion of Turtle mountain took place at the end of April last, by which 
a portion of the town was wiped out of existence and some 83 or 84 lives 
lost and the entrance to the mine was filled up by a large mass of 
material from the mountain, together with the destruction of all the 
vutside works of the company and a portion of the branch railway line 
leading to the mine. In consequence of this disaster the mine was shut down 
for a number of months, resulting in the lowering of the annual output. 
It is worthy of note that the company, with their characteristic energy, 
set to work immediately after the slide and in the course of two months 
were again shipping a fair amount of coal. 'The United Coal Fields of 
British Columbia, Ltd., at Lillie, about eight miles north of Frank, suffered 
also froni this disaster by having two miles of their branch railway line 
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destroyed. The difficulty has, however, been overcome by building 
switchback sidings to make new connection with their branch line. This 
company will soon be in a position to ship coke, having installed a 
battery of 50 solve ovens for the manufacture of coke. In this district 
the West Canadian Collieries, Ltd., a new company, backed by French 
capital, have acquired large coal areas on Byron creek about six miles from 
Frank, at Bellevue 24 mites east of Frank and at Blairmore. A branch 
railway line will be built into Byron creek property. The mine at 
Bellevue has been-opened up and a small shipment of coal has taken 
place, while the property at Blairmore is now in the early stages of 
development, having only recently been acquired by the company. The 
International Coal and Coke Co. have recently secured a large tract of 
coal land at Coleman, four miles west of Blairmore on the Crow’s Nest 
Pass line. It is expected that these mines will be in operation early this 
year. Just outside the Crow’s Nest Pass, at Lubreck, and five miles 
west of Cowley, the Breckenridge-Lund Coal Co. have opened up a coal 
mine which will, no doubt, be shipping coal at an early date. 


Canmore Coal District. 


The H. W. McNeill Co., Ltd., at Canmore have added an air 
compressor plant to their works, which has very materially assisted in 
the ventilation of the mine, and all underground machinery is being 
driven by compressed air, including drills and rock tunnels. This mine 
has been a steady producer, its total output being utilised by The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. 


Anthracite Coal District. 


The anthracite coal mine, operated by the H. W. McNeill Co., Ltd., 
in this district was shut down for a greater part of the year 1903 on 
account of litigation with the owners of the adjacent property with 
whom it was expected at one time that a settlement could be made, 
whereby the main gangways and machinery of the company could be 
utilised in further mining on the adjacent property, but unfortunately 
this has not been effected. The result is that the coal company are now 
engaged in taking out the pillars of coal remaining in their mine with 
the ultimate object of abandoning the property. ‘The demand for 
anthracite coal in the Territories will, however, be met by the output 
from the new anthracite mine recently opened up by The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company’s Mining & Metallurgical Department at 
Bankhead on the east side of Cascade mountain, about five miles from 
Banff, and on the same strike as that of the veins at Anthracite. 
Two seams have been opened up and the coal is found to be of first class 
quality in its chemical constituents, and no doubt, from the rapid 
development which is taking place, there will be an abundance of this 
coal on the market to meet the demands for this class of fuel within the 
next year. 

Edmonton Coal District. 


in the Edmonton district there is again a marked extension to be 
noted in the opening up of small mines, Lut it is expected that there will 
be an amalgamation of a large number of the small mines in this district 
at an early date,

The number of fatal accidents in connection with coal mining opera- 
tions during the year is two less than in the former year, while the total 
number of accidents is the same number less than 1902. This of course 
does not include the lives lost in the Frank disaster, some 83 or 84 in 
number. While some authorities may be of the opinion that the coal 
mining operations were in a measure the cause of the slide which took 
place from Turtle mountain, there are those whose opinion should bear 
equal weight to the effect that the mine had nothing to do with the 
disaster. Until such time as the mine is again thoroughly opened up 
and carefully examined this question cannot be even approximately 
settled. One thing is certain that the summit of the mountain was in a 
badly disintegrated condition, due to the nature of its formation, and it 
is possible that the slide would have taken place even had there never 
been any mining operations carried on. From the number of fatal 
accidents reported in connection with the operation of coal mines of parts 
of the North American continent it is a matter of congratulation that so 
few fatal accidents have occurred in coal mines in the Territories, and it 
is to be hoped that the number will always remain low in proportion to the 
amount of coal mined, while at the same time it is to be regretted that 
even one life must be lost. It has been the policy of the department to 
enforce firmly the provisions of The Coal Mines Regulations Ordinance, 
and 1t may not be too much to say that to this enforcement is largely 
due the credit of so few accidents, both fatal and otherwise. So that 
the prevailing opinion that coal mining is a hazardous occupation would 
not seem to be true so long as it is carried on under proper supervision 
and no more hazardous than many other callings when large numbers 
of men are employed in industrial pursuits. |

Sir,—At your request for an early report I have the honour, as 
Inspector of Coal Mines, to submit to you the following report on the 
coal mines of the North-West Territories for the year ending 31st 
December, 1908. 

The number of productive or shipping mines has increased consider- 
ably during the past twelve months, the total number on the list being 
elighty-eight. 

This figure is larger than the number of mines now in operation as 
a few of these listed have been abandoned and others released, causing a 
duplication of the numbers. These, however, are small mines that have 
been opened out on the banks of a river or coulee, the larger and more 
productive mines are all in active operation. These are: 

The Alberta Railway & Coal Co., Lethbridge, Alta., No. 3 shaft. 

The H. W. McNeill Co., Ltd., Canmore, Alta., No. 3 incline slope. 

The H. W. MeNeill Co., Ltd., Anthracite, Alta., No. 1 incline ‘slope. 


The Souris Coal Mining Co., Ltd., Coaffieds, Assa., No. 2 incline slope 


and Nos. 1 and 8 adit levels. 


The Canadian American Coal & Coke Co., Frank, Alta., No. 1 adit 
level, No, 2 adit level, No. 3 shaft. |

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The United Coal Fields Co., Ltd., Lille Collieries, Frank, Alta., No. 1, 
2 and 3 adit levels. 

The Western Canada Collieries, Ltd., Bellevue, near Frank, Alberta, 
No. 1 alit level at Bellevue and No. 1 and 2 adit levels at Byron Creek. 

The International Coal & Coke Co., Ltd., at Coleman four miles west 
of Blairmore, Alta., No. 1 adit level. 

The C.P.R. Mining & Metallurgical Department, Banff, Alta., No. 1 
and 2 adit levels. 

The C.P.R. Mining & Metallurgical Department, Bienfait, Assa., No. 
1 incline slope. 

The Edmonton Coal Co., Ltd., Edmonton, Alta., No.1 and 2 adit levels. 

Messrs. Breckenridge & Lund, Cowley, Alta., No. 1 adit level. 

The Eureka Coal & Brick Co., Estevan, Assa., No. 1 adit level. 

The other mines at Edmonton, Red Deer, Knee Hill, High River, 
Medicine Hat, and Estevan are comparatively small, employing from two 
to eight men, and only producing coal in the winter season. The fore- 
going principal coal operators have, during the past year, made some 
improvements at their mines for the safety of their employees and the 
more economical production of coal. The Alberta Railway & Coal Co. 
have installed an endless rope drive on their fan which has increased its 
capacity by 334 per cent., and with a larger engine this can be doubled 
as the fan is capable of producing a much larger quantity than at present 
required. A new air compressor has been built so that more mining 
machines can be put to work and the output increased. The endless 
rope underground haulage has been extended as the workings advanced 
so curtailing the auxiliary horse haulage. The output of the colliery 
has Leen constant nearly the whole year and will I think top the 
production of any previous year. 

The H. W. McNeill Co., Ltd., at Canmore, have installed an air 
compressor plant which has very materially assisted in the ventilation of 
their mine. Underground hoist and pumps, all being driven by com- 
pressed air, have done away with the heating of the air in certain parts 
of the mine. The compressed air is being used to run the drills in rock 
tunnels assisting in speedier development. The company have also been 
prospecting to the eas’ of their present location with the idea of opening 
up a new colliery. The mines of this company at Anthracite have been 
closed down the greater part of the year on account of litigation, but have 
again been opened up with the idea of taking out the pillars and aband- 
oning the property entirely. 

The Souris Coal Mining Company have also been improving their 
colliery by sinking new air shafts and increasing the furnace ventilation. 
A hoisting engine has been put in place at No. 2 slope doing away with 
horse haulage up the short incline plane. This has increased the cap- 
acity of the mine and the output of the colliery has doubled within the 
past twelve months. This company has bought a locomotive to run on 
their branch from the main line of the Soo, thus avoiding delays in 
shunting cars at the mine. The demand for this lignite coal has 
increased rapidly, no doubt owing to its cheapness and the large influx of 
settlers into the country. 

The Canadian-American Coal and Coke Company have had rather 
an unfortunate year on account of the sliding of Turtle Mountain sweep- 
ing out their entire plant and necessitating the re-opening of the mine 
and installing a new plant. With the characteristic energy of this 
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company, however, they immediately set about this work and in the course 
of two months after the disaster were again shipping a fair tonnage. 
This was done by opening a new adit level on the north side of the track 
and sinking a shaft near the townsite, both producing coal in a short 
time. Atthe old mine an electric lighting plant has been installed so that 
night work may be carried on ; aiso a picking belt has been put in place. 

The United Coal Fields Company at their Lillie collieries, eight 
miles north of Frank, were also unfortunate to have two miles of their 
branch line wiped out by the Frank slide. This necessitated the building 
of switch back sidings up the creek, to make a new connection with their 
branch line. The work was difficult and expensive, but once overcome 
they were ready to ship coal. This company have now three open- 
ings about two miles apart and their output is about 400 tons daily. A 
battery of fifty solve ovens has been completed and very soon they will 
be shipping coke from this point. 

The Western Canada Collieries, Ltd., isa new company backed by 
French capital. Large coal areas have been secured on Byron Creek, six 
miles south of Frank, at Bellevue two and a half miles east of 
Frank and also at _ Blairmore. The mine at Bellevue has 
been opened and shipped a few cars of coal. At Byron Creek the coal 
has been tested, a railway surveyed and the right of way partly cleared. 
The property at Blairmore has just recently been acquired and pro- 
specting work is now going on with a view to opening out at an early 
date. The International Coal & Coke Company is also another new 
institution located at Coleman, four miles west of Blairmore on the Crow’s 
Nest Line of the C.P.R. This company has secured a large tract of 
coal land and done a lot of prospecting. Proving the coal for coking 
purposes by building two bee hive ovens and the test has proved 
satisfactory. The company are now building their sidings and in the 
spring expect to have their mine workings far enough advanced to ship 
a quantity of coal and also supply their coke ovens which are in the 
course of construction. : 

The C.P.R. Mining & Metallurgical Department have opened a mine 
about five miles from Banff and on the strike of the Anthracite veins. 
Two seams have been opened up and the coal test is equal to the anth- 
racite mines. This coal will be put on the market as soon as the screening 
and sorting plant is in operation. This same company opened 
a mine a few miles north of coalfields, but as yet have not started shipping. 

The Edmonton Coal Co. have acquired two properties in the vicinity 
of Edmonton, and have machinery on order, so that in a few months 
their mines should be able to supply nearly all the wants of the district. 

Messrs. Breckenridge & Lund have opened a mine five miles west of 
Cowley on the line of the Crow’s Nest. At present they are driving a 
main and counter level to a point close to the railway when a shaft will: 
be sunk and the mine opened out in a systematic manner. 

The Eureka Coal & Brick Co. have built a branch into their 
property from the Soo line and are erecting their screening plant. The 
brick plant in connection with this property is of the most modern type. 


Accidents. 


Again we have to record a number of fatal accidents although the 
percentage of deaths to the number of men employed and tonnage of 
coal mined, is considerably less than in the previous twelve months, 
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The total number of fatal accidents in coal mines was five, four 
occurring at Canmore and one at Frank. Joe Bobeck, Canmore, killed by 
fall of rock January 7th. H. Broomhead, Frank, burned by a slight 
explosion of gas on March 28th, died April Ist. Alexander and Thomas 
Pickering, Canmore, suffocated by an outburst of gas 9th April. William 
John Davies, fire boss, Canmore, killed by an explosion of gas 
August 11th. 

Outside of the mines but in close proximity to them we had the 
dreadful catastrophe of the 29th April at Frank. In this slide eighty- 
three were supposed to have lost their lives and of that number about 
twelve were working around the tipple when the accident took place. 

Another fatal accident occurred to Hugh Brown on the branch line 
to Coalfields mine on September 22nd, death taking place on the 24th. 
There have also been reported four serious accidents and six slight 
accidents, but these do not cover all the minor accidents occurring. Many 
of them are not reported to the management by the under officials, but 
this difficulty is being gradually got over by impressing the necessity of 
complying strictly with The Coal Mines Regulations Ordinance. I have 
generally tried to appeal to the medical practitioners of the several 
collieries to start ambulance classes, but as yet have failed, the feeling 
being that the mining class is so migratory that lectures on first aid to 
the injured would not be appreciated. 


Work of Inspection. 


This work has been materially increased during the past twelve 
months. The number of mines added to the list was more than double 
any previous year. A regular round of inspection of the collieries in 
the several districts has been made every alternate month, more time 
being devoted to the larger collieries. The number of large companies 
now operating will necessitate more time being spent among them and 
the smaller mines probably only visited four times a year. This I 
think would probably do now, as they have all come to the conclusion 
that it is easier to work a mine in compliance with the laws than in a 
slipshod manner when they had to reopen a new mine every winter. 
After each round of inspection tc the several collieries a report has been 
sent to the department and the suggestions made through them to the 
management of the mines have been carried out in all instances. 


Examinations. 


During the year examinations were held at Canmore (2), Lethbridge, 
Coalfields, Anthracite and Frank. The greater number of candidates 
passed, some of them passing a very superior examination. The certi- 
ticates issued were three mine managers, three pit boss, and ten fire 
boss. Some time ago it was a very difficult matter to obtain the services 
of a pit or fire boss, as there were few in the Territories holding a 
certificate and the wage inducement was not enough. Now that the 
number has been increased I consider the examination should be made 
more thorough and searching; in fact the whole system of examinations 
changed. This of course will necessitate an amendment to The Coal 
Mines Regulations Ordinance in the formation of the board, which 
might be made a central board of five selected, two mine managers, two 
miners, and the inspector to sit at two different points once a year, 
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Coal Mining Prospects. 


This past year has been very active in the formation of new colliery 
companies, and every one of them with good solid backing. The 
properties have been acquired and active operations commenced, The 
Frank-Blairmore district is the point at which most activity has been 
shown. The United Coal Fields Co. has developed largely and built 
coke ovens of the most modern type. The Western Canada Collieries 
Co. has been formed, acquired property and started shipping coal to the 
market. The International Coal and Coke Co. has also been formed and 
started operations. Other companies have also been formed to develop 
this marvellous field of wealth. At Lethbridge improvements are being 
made yearly so that the output can be nearly doubled. Coal mining in 
the Edmonton district has taken another turn, one company at least 
being formed to acquire and operate a large tract of coal land. This is 
a step in the right direction, when the output of one or two collieries 
will be able to supply the district and so be much easier kept under 
control than thirty or forty small mills in operation. Mining at Canmore 
still shows an advancement and there is now a great possibility of the 
coal being opened up to the east of the present location. The opening 
of an anthracite coal mine within five miles of Banff by the C.P.R. has 
set at rest all the uneasiness that was caused in the early part of the 
season by the false alarm that there was going to be a coal famine in 
the west. The tide of immigration still flows freer than ever causing a 
demand for coal in the Estevan district that was not dreamt of a few 
years ago. The old company has up to date more than doubled their 
output in twelve months, and other companies have entered the field 
who will soon place coal in the market. Small coal mines have also 
been opened up at different points in the Territories to supply the 
settler. There is very little doubt, when the country is thickly settled 
and the country prospected for coal, the settler will have but a short 
distance to go to provide himself with fuel at a very reasonable cost.

From the above schedule it will be noted that the number of boilers 
inspected is in excess of that inspected in the former year by 382, while 
64 more examinations for engineers were held and an increased number 
of certificates of ull classes was issued. 2,300.00 more fees were 
received than in the former year. 

Notwithstanding the large number of steam boilers operated in the 
Territories, a large percentage of which belong to steam threshing outfits, 
it is exceedingly gratifying to have to report that no accidents worthy 
of being reported occurred and, no doubt, great credit is due to the 
efficient manner in which the inspectors of the department have 
performed their duties. It is also gratifying to know that less objection 
is being offered by owners of steam boilers to the work of inspection and 
the payment of the fee therefor than in former years. 

It is quite probable that one or perhaps two more inspectors will 
have to be appointed within the coming year owing to the rapid 
settlemeut of the country and the consequent increasing number of 
boilers and engines in operation. 

At the second session of the Legislative Assembly, held in 
November, two important amendments were made to The Steam Boilers 
Ordinance with reference to the date of expiration of inspection certifi- 
cates and the granting of provisional certificates. Section 12 of the 
Ordinance of 1901 was amended by adding thereto the following: 
“ Such inspection certificate shall be prama facie evidence of the due 
inspection of the boiler and of its fitness to be operated and the 
possession of such certificate shall authorise the operation of such boiler 
from tite date of such certificate until its inspection the next following 
year.” It is anticipated that this amendment will overcome the 
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difficulties experienced in making an inspection subsequent to the first 
inspection at a date prior to the date when the certificate of inspection 
in the possession of the owner of a boiler expired. 

Section 29 of the Ordinance, which had reference to the method to 
be followed by applicants for provisional certificates, was repealed and 
another section substituted therefor. Applicants for this class of certi- 
ficate have now recourse to two methods,—(1) either by showing to the 
satisfaction of the commissioner that they have been engaged in the 
operation of a steam boiler or boilers for two years before the date of 
the application and producing a satisfactory certificate as to their good 
conduct and sobriety from the persons by whom they were employed or 
some other reliable person; or (2) by producing satisfactory evidence 
that they had at least one year’s such experience accompanied by a 
certificate from an inspector of steam boilers that they had been 
examined in the theory and practice of operating a steam boiler and had 
been found duly qualified. Provision is also made for the issue of a 
second provisional certificate, good for a further period of one year from 
the date of its issue, but before such certificate can be issued it will be 
necessary for an applicant to be examined in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 31 of the Ordinance which provides for the method of 
obtaining a final certificate. In the event of an applicant failing to pass 
this examination he may, upon the recommendation of the inspector, 
receive a second provisional certificate upon the payment of an additional 
fee of $3.00.

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There has been a steady improvement in the condition of the boilers 
in my district which, without doubt, is largely due to the inspection they 
receive, many defects and weaknesses being discovered and remedied 
which would otherwise be a source of danger both to the owners and _ to 
the public. . 

The scarcity of qualified engineers referred to in previous reports 
still continues, and is due to the rapid increase in the number of engines 
and ‘boilers coming into the district. For this reason I found it necessary 
to grant a number of permits to operate threshing outfits which other- 
wise would have had to shut down through being unable to obtain 
qualified engineers. There have been no accidents reported to me during 
the past year.

Sir,—I have the honour to submit to you my annual report as 
Inspector of Steam Boilers for the year ending 1903 as provided by The 
Steam Boilers Ordinance of the North-West Territories. 

On March the 15th I received instructions to proceed to Battleford 
to superintend the overhauling of the steam ferry and put her in 
commission for the season. I must say some difficulty was experienced in 
getting the repairs to hand at the time they were required. 


In my report I advised that material be got for the wood work for | 


a new wheel, and that it be got to provide ample time so as that the 
arms and braces can be well fitted, as the life. of the wheel greatly 
depends on this. 

The zed lead that was to paint the scows from-the water line up 
came too late, and in consequence it was not done. The upper part of 
the boat was painted, but owing to the supplies being delayed it was not 
finished as I would have liked to have seen it before the boat was put into 
the river for the season. The boat was launched as soon as the river 
was clear of ice and everything was satisfactory, after which I 
commenced with the inspection of steam boilers. The number of boilers 
has imereased very rapidly. I have inspected 285. The following is a 
statement of the different classes and their condition.

Repairs were ordered on 25 boilers and when completed put the 
same boilers in good condition. Some of the repairs were very heavy, 
jobs such as new tube sheets, main flue, and part new shell of boilers 
which was found to be so thin that the above repairs were necessary.

240 of this number were in good condition, 21 fair, 1 poor, and 1] 
bad. Various repairs were ordered on 15 boilers, new safety valves on 
5, and new steam gauges on 9. 

106 boilers came into my district this year, 86 new and 20 that had 
been in use before they came into the Territories. Some of the old 
boilers were laid aside, which accounts for so many new ones being 
brought in. 

Three boilers were carrying more steam than is allowed by the 
Ordinance, Section 24. Two of these had 25 lbs. more steam than their 
steam gauge registered, the steam gauge being this 25 lbs. out. | 

I have examined 28 candidates for engineer’s certificates. Some of: 
this number failed to obtain their certificates because they had not filed 
their notice of apprenticeship with the Government. This rule does not 
seem to be understood by those wishing to qualify for engineers. 

Owing to the increased number of boilers in the district, engineers 
with certiticates were not to be had to operate them all, so I had to issue 
permits to 17 men to allow them to operate boilers and engines legally. 

No accidents or casualties have occurred in my district during the 
year. Several complaints have been made to me by owners of steam 
boilers about some of the certificated engineers. It seems these men 
were able to pass an examination, but when they were given charge of 
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an engine they were practically lost for want of experience.

As has already been stated, the amount expended during the year 
from the Territorial revenue on account of public works exceeds that of 
the former year by approximately $74,000.00 being a greater increase by 
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a little over $12,000.00 than the increase of the amount expended in 1902 
over that expended in 1901. 

The total amount dealt with through the books of the department 
_ during the year exceeds that of 1902 by $79,213.98 while the amount 
collected as departmental revenue shows a decrease of some $4,000.00. 
This is not due to fewer fees being received for certificates under 
the provisions of ordinances administered by the department, which 
have really increased, but is accounted for by the fact that certain sums 
paid in through the department as general revenue were direct grants 
from the Dominion Government for works undertaken and carried on 
under the supervision of the department in 1902 on behalf of the 
Department of the Interior. The amount collected for taxes in large 
local improvement districts shows an increase of over $15,000.00 over 
1902, while there has been a falling off of over $5,800 in the amount 
collected in payment of overdue taxes in small local improvement 
districts as compared with the same year, which is doubtless due to 
there being fewer arrearages of taxes to collect and shows the results of 
the assistance given by the department in endeavouring to clear up 
arearages in former years. 


Administration and Supervision. 


As in previous reports of the department information under this 
heading has been given to show the cost of administration and the cost 
of supervision and inspection of public works not done directly by 
officers of the department. The cost of administration and supervision 
was 432 per cent. in 1902, while in 1903 it had fallen to 3°3 per cent. 
The cost of superintendence and inspection in 1902 was 2°82 per cent. of the 
amount expended on works requiring such supervision, while in 1903 it 
had fallen to 1:2 per cent.. The subjoined statement will show the total 
amount dealt with, cost of staff, percentage of cost of administration, 
amount expended on works requiring superintendence and inspection 
and percentage of cost of such inspection.

The low percentages of the cost of administration and supervision 
and for superintendence and inspection have been due to efficient 
administration of the affairs of the department and are not due to 
decreases in the salaries paid to the staff and to the rates of pay to 
inspectors, which, on the contrary, have been increased. 

It might be added further, while dealing with matters in connection 
with the accountant’s branch, that material assistance has been rendered 
school districts in the collection of arrearages of school taxes, the sum of 
$8063.13 of such arrears having been collected through the efforts of 
‘the department in 1903 and passed to the several school districts to 
which they belonged, 486 cheques being issued in this behalf.

The work in this branch has shown a steady increase from year to 
year and will in all probability keep on increasing for a number of 
yeurs yet, as new sections of the country are being opened up for settle- 
ment. At the present time there are eight public works districts in 
each of which there is located a district surveyor and engineer. The 
vacancy in the South Alberta district was filled early in the season by 
the appointment of A. W. Ponton, D.L.S., to the position, while in the 
month of October the vacancy in the Centre Assinboia district was filled 
by the appointment of Mr. F. J. Robinson, D.LS., who was formerly 
district surveyor and engineer for South Alberta, he having recovered 
sufficiently in health to again take a position with the department. Mr. 
A. J. Brabazon having resigned from the office in West Assiniboia, Mr. 
L. C. Charlesworth, D.L.S., who is also a graduate of the School of 
Practical Science, Toronto, was appointed in his stead. Mr. R. C. Laurie 
resigned from Centre Alberta district, Mr. A. E. Farncomb, assistant chief 
surveyor, took his place, while the position of assistant chief surveyor 
was filled by the appointment of Mr. T. H. Wiggins, D.L.S., who is also 
a graduate of the School of Practical Science. The department has now 
a very efficient staff in the gentlemen who fill the eight positions of 
district surveyors and engineers. Owing to the growing demands for 
more surveys of roads and road diversions from the regular road allow- 
ances in the Dominion lands system of survey in the more thickly 
settled portion of the Territories in East Assiniboia it will be necessary 
to divide this district in the coming year and appoint an additional 
district surveyor and engineer, the work having far outgrown the 
capacity of one official in the short period during which survey work of 
this kind can be successfully carried on in the year. The large settle- 
ment which is going into western Saskatchewan, along with the 
construction of new railways in that part of the Territories, will in all - 
probability necessitate the division of Saskatchewan into two districts 
within the next year or so. The following is a list of the public works

The number of transfers for title to land is diminished since the 
Land Titles Offices are empowered to issue certificates of title to the 
Crown for the lands required for roadway directly from the plan of the 
survey when it is registered. In the eases of old trails, however, on 
account of which a great number of cases are unsettled, transfers from 
the owners are stil! necessary for registration, and in many instances the 
property is encumbered, leading to an increased amount of correspondence. 
Where Jands have been homesteaded, and the patents have not yet issued, 
the Department of the Interior at Ottawa ask that transfers of the lands 
for surveyed roads be forwarded to that department before a reservation 
is made, and it is next to impossible to procure these in some cases, 
especially where the homesteader bas moved away without notice to the 
Dominion Lands Office. Delays also occur where homesteaders have 
mortgaged their Jands on the grants, in which cases registration fees 
must be paid before certificates of title are issued to the Crown. 

The reports of the different district surveyors and engineers are 
appended, but it will be noted there is no report for Centre Assiniboia, 
owing to the lateness of the year when the district official was appointed. 
The small number of surveys made in this district in the earlier part of 
the year were conducted by an officer working from the department 
direct.

S1r,—I have the honour to report as follows on the work done by 
this office during the past year : 

Previous to June of 1903 the work consisted of the preparation of 
returns of surveys of the preceding year, arranging for the work to be 
done, and of minor inspections. 

June lst, I took the field with my party and, visiting the different 
localities in their order, succeeded in getting through with the most 
pressing matters before the close of the season, which this year was the 
middle of November. It is to be regretted that work could not have 
been started early in the spring as a considerable amount more would 
have been accomplished. , 

As during the past four years, the question of drainage has taken 
up most of our time. The season was very similar to those of 1899 to 
1902; viz., wet, and the result has been a strong demand for drainage 
from all localities in this district. At present the department have in

operation here two ditchers which are doing good work: one has just 
completed Drain No. 1, east of Fort Saskatchewan, and the other is at 
work on Drain No. 4, immediately north of town. These machines have 
accomplished work that could not have been done by the usual method 
of horses and scrapers, and while no doubt the latter method could be 
used to advantage in places, particularly on small pieces of work, 
these machines will be found on the whole to be the most satisfactory, 
and I might say are indispensable. 

The four large drains which the department are constructing, viz., 
Nos. 2, 4, 58 and 110, with a total mileage of some 32 miles, have 
required a great part of my time in renewing stakes and arranging with 
owners of land, ete. Examinations have been made of a number of 
areas to ascertain the feasibility and approximate cost of drainage, but 
in such cases the final survey is not gone ahead with until the work has 
been decided on. 

The very much increased price of land in this district makes the 
question of road diversions unpopular, where the same can be avoided, 
even at a moderately increased cost, and for this reason the number of 
surveys of this class are very much fewer than in previous years. 

Only one “old trail” was surveyed during the past season, viz., 
Saddle Lake trail, although considerable work has been done on them as 
a whole in renewing lost corners for the guidance of overseers, and 
inaking slight changes necessitated by the late wet years. 

New Roads.—Where the physical features of the country will not 
permit of the road allowance being used, recourse is had to this class of 
survey, but being of an expensive character, they are not undertaken 
unless the need is very great. Eleven of these surveys were made the 
past season. 

The office has been kept open during the working season as well as 
during the season of office-work, in order to attend to matters requiring 
despatch, and this has been a convenience to overseers, contractors and 
others having business with the department who require information ; 

and I might say that it has been of service to the department in 
furnishing these people with proper file numbers, ete, and as a bureau of 
information furnishing the department and its correspondents with 
information, The number of reports of inspections made of bridges, 
roads, drains required, works under construction, would be too volum- 
inous for the purpose of this report. 

Taking the surveys referred to above in their order, I beg to attach 
a list of the same in schedule form.

S1r,—I have the honour to submit the following report with regard 
to the work performed by me during the past season in the Public 
Works District of Lacombe. 

As my appointment as district surveyor and engineer was only 
passed on July Ist I have not hada full season’s work in this district 


be 
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and it has been confined almost entirely to surveys of road diversions and 
new roads. As these have already been fully reported on to the 
department I am not including them in this report. 

On July 5th I arrived at Red Deer and proceeded at once to 
purchase the necessary outfit in the way of transport, camp equippage, 
ete., and succeeded in placing my party in the field by the 15th of the 
same month. On looking over the list of work for this district I was 
convinced that it would be impossible to complete all the work, 
especially as the season was so far advanced, and in consequence I 
determined to consult the members of the electoral districts and obtain 
a list of all of the most urgent surveys which had to be completed before 
the season closed. With this end in view I visited Innisfail and 
consulted the member for that district and found that there would be 
some eight or ten surveys which had to be finished. Before leaving Red 
Deer I concluded it would be better to complete all possible work in the 
southern part of the district, working north and ending in the fall 
in the vicinity of Wetaskiwin. I completed by August Ist all the 
more urgent work in the Innisfail district and proceeded in advance of 
my party to Lacombe and consulted the member for that district as to 
the most urgent work, and found that there would be about twelve or 
fifteen surveys, but as they were somewhat scattered, being as much as 
forty miles east and twenty-five miles west of the Calgary and 
Kdmonton railway, I expected that this work would take me until at 
least September Ist. At about this time it started raining and continued 
more or less until October Ist. This made the roads almost impassable. 
I might say here that I found the roads in the vicinity of Lacombe and 
Ponoka in a worse condition than in any other part of my district, less 
work having been done on them in the last few years. This is no doubt 
caused by the rapid growth of population in the outlying districts, and 
in order to provide passable roads to market centres would require more 
money than the district as a whole could afford. | 

On or about September Ist I visited Wetaskiwin and consulted the 
member of that district as to the surveys required, which I found were 
more than double those of the other two electoral districts combined. 

Karly in October I received instructions to proceed to Ledue in the 
Edmonton public works district, which point I reached about the middle 
of the month. Considerable time was lost in transporting my outfit 
from Wetaskiwin to Leduc, as the Calgary and Edmonton trail being 
the enly possible route between these places is not now used to any 
extent, the result being that it is almost impossible to take a heavy 
load over it. 

I also made two surveys and an inspection in the vicinity of Millet. 
These surveys and the time lost in transport to Leduc made it necessary 
to postpone some very important surveys in the vicinity of Wetaskiwin 
until next season. 

On November 3rd I reached Red Deer, my headquarters, and, as 
there was considerable frost and snow, did not again take the field. 

I might suggest in concluding the above report that the members of 
the electoral districts notify the district surveyor and engineer at once of 
any minor inspections or work required when making an application for 
the same to the department. There was one case in my work last 
season where, if I had been notified of the work by the member when 
the application was received, as I was within a short distance of the 
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work I could have completed it in a few hours, but by the time the 
application had been sent to the department and instructions issued I 


was some fifty miles away and would then take at least two days to 
complete.

Sir,—I beg to submit the following report of the work done in the 
Calgary Public Works District during the year 1903. 

Owing to the very bad condition the roads were in’ during the 
spring, I did not start tield operations until the Ist June, doing a week's 


\ 
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work in the vicinity of Calgary, then going to the Cochrane district, 
where I was kept busy till the 22nd. On that date I moved my party 
to Calgary, making, as I went down, an examination of the country 
south of the Bow river for the purpose of opening a direct road between 
Cochrane and Calgary. 

From the 24th of June to the 28th of July I was at work in the 
northern part of my district, as far as Olds; amongst other works I 
surveyed a new road from Beaver dam creek to Nose creek. 

From the 29th of July to the 6th of September I worked in the 
southern part of the district, surveying road diversions, new roads and 
examinations and surveys for drainage schemes, in the vicinity of 
Dunbow, DeWinton, Okotoks, High River and Nanton. 

From that date to the 25th of September I made some diversions of 
the Blackfoot trail and a road diversion near Sheppard, and afterwards 
diversions of the North Morleyville trail with two road diversions west 
of Cochrane. 

On the 26th day of September, according to new instructions 
received, I began to make a more detailed exploration of the country 
south of the Bow river, between Cochrane and Calgary, for the purpose 
of finding the most suitable place for the proposed road to be opened 
between the two places, but after two days I had to quit work, being 
nearly crippled with rheumatism. I brought the party back to Calgary, 
where I discharged the men on the last day of September. 

From that date until the middle of Deember, though my health 
improved gradually, I was unable to undertake any outside work, but I 
was in the office part of the time, preparing returns with the help of my 
assistant. Some of the plans have already been forwarded to your 
department; the balance of the work has been checked and plotted; the 
plans will be forwarded from time to time as they are completed.

Srr,—I beg to submit the following report on the surveys performed 
by me in the Macleod district during the season of 1903: 

My appointment as district surveyor and engineer for the Macleod 
district dated from lst May. I reported at Regina on the 6th where I 
spent several days to familiarise myself with the system of work 
followed by the department. The balance of the month was occupied in 
arranging for suitable office and residential quarters in Macleod and 
outfitting preparatory to taking the field. 

My party got under canvas on 2nd June. From Macleod I proceeded 
to Lethbridge district where the actual season’s work commenced. From 
Lethbridge I worked south and west by way of Magrath, Cardston, 
Kimball, Beazer, Mountain View, Fishburn and Pincher Creek, taking 
up the surveys in rotation. The season’s work consisted chiefly in 
surveying road diversions, locating new roads, making examinations of 
surveyed roads, locating bridge sites, and surveying several small 
government drains. I was able during the season to give attention 
to all the most pressing matters pending, but you are aware that there 
isa large arrearage of work all through the district and it will occupy 
the best part of another season to get fairly ahead of it.

Sir,—I beg to submit the following report on the work performed 
by me during the past year in the Pubhe Works District of Hastern 
Assiniboia. 

From January Ist to May 11th I was occupied in completing 
returns of surveys made by me in the previous year and on the latter 
date commenced work in the field on the survey of road leading from 
Arnold’s point in the Qu’Appelle valley southward across Pasqua’s 
reserve towards Qu’Appelle for which instructions had been issued last 

ear. 
My time this season has been taken up to a considerable extent in 
the survey of roads across Indian reserves which it was important to 
have established and in addition to road above mention across 
Pasqua’s reserve, I have surveyed three roads across the Indian reserve 
north of Broadview and Whitewood leading from Qu’Appelle river to 
these points. 

In the northern part of my district I have surveyed a road leading 
between Saltcoats and Yorkton, following along the M.N.W. railway 
line for a considerable part of the distance. This also gives access to 
Rokeby station which is intermediate between these points.

In conclusion I may say that the opening up of new tracts of 
country in this district by the extension of railway lines and the fencing 


-of the older settled portions, thereby obstructing trails which in previous 


years were available for public travel, necessitates making a very large 
number of diversions from the original road allowances to avoid ponds, 
sloughs and ravines, and so many requests for work of this kind have 
been made that a large number for which instructions were issued could 
not be undertaken this year. 

Last year, owing to amount of work to be done, I could not visit 
Salteoats and Yorkton districts, while this season I was unable to make 
any surveys in Cannington and Souris districts, and I am of opinion that 
it will be advisable to reduce the area of my district.

S1r,—This year I have performed surveys, taken levels, retraced 
lines of old. surveys, made investigations and reports in 51 cases, which 
include several left over from last year. ( 

Most but not all of the foregoing cases were assigned to me to 
perform, but while engaged in such duties other urgent cases cropped up 
These I attended to while on the spot, which saved travel and expense 
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for next year, besides being required for immediate use. This leaves 
only five cases left over for next year. Of these a survey near Brance- 
peth and another near Melfort, distant 35 and 70 miles respectivly, the 
applications came in some time after I had performed all the work I 
knew of in that direction and returned. In short, they came too late. 
The three other cases left over are referred to later on. It will be 
observed that I have less of trails to survey than formerly, but more of 
new roads and road diversions. These are generally short ways about 
to connect roads and to avoid sloughs. It will be noticed also that I 
have very many more cases of laying out drains, and investigating as to 
the drainage of certain places to ascertain whether it would be advisable 
or feasible or not. Ifthe drainage cannot be effected the fact is reported 
and the matter is ended. In all such cases preliminary levels have to be 
taken. In doubtful cases a pencil sketch and profile have to be made, 
also an estimate of quantities. Where the scheme is feasible the same 
has to be done with the addition of actual staking out of the drain, 
marking the stakes, making a tracing, profile, a sketch of the locality, a 
specification and an estimate. A traverse line has to be surveyed on 
the ground, tied to some section corner. From such traverse the sketch 
is made. In the staking out a second set of levels has to be taken, one 
for each stake. This isa necessary check on the first or preliminary 
levels. 7 

_ Actual settlers are beginning to drain their lands. Their statute 
labour is beginning to tell on the roads. ; 

When travelling along I found the overseers in some cases were in 
need of levels to guide them in their work. In such eases I took levels, 
staked out the ditches and gave advice in aid of their commendable 
efforts. These cases are included in the schedules. 

The bridges, culverts and grading entrusted to the overseers of local 
improvement districts, and others have, so far as I know, and [ have 
seen a good deal of such, been well done. 

I have not heard of complaints from any source. No accidents and 
no casualities of any kind have been reported to me. The several ferries 
on both north and south branches of the Saskatchewan have I think 
been more satisfactorily managed than formerly. 

At the beginning of the year, and up to April, I managed to finish 
all the plans, notes and field work of 1902. 

On the 14th April I performed my first survey of the season at 
Saskatoon. As scon thereafter as there was grass for the horses I set 
out on almost continuous surveys and investigations till the first snow 
and heavy frosts came. 

The whole season was unusually cold and wet. I so managed, 
however, as to scarcely lose any time by reason of the rains. 
Several of my plans of surveys of roads, and of my reports on 
Investigations being needed for immediate use were made and sent in as 
required. . 

I am now making the plans in duplicate, reports, copies of field 
notes, diagrams, ete, of all my survey and other work, not already sent 
in. These will all be attended to in the time required between now and 
spring.

Geographic Board. 


Mr. J. 8. Dennis, late Deputy Commissioner of Public Works, having 
resigned as Territorial representative on the Geographic Board of 
Canada, a recommendation was transmitted to the Secretary of State, 
Ottawa, that the present Deputy Commissioner of Public Works be 
appointed to the vacancy but as the appointment was made late in the 
year no consultations were held with the Board in reference to names. 

The demand for copies of the Territorial map is still keeping up and 
it will be advisable to have a third edition published within a year or 
two, so as to bring all the information obtained from recent Dominion 
land surveys and from other sources up to date on a well prepared map.

During the past year although the same number of bridges has not 
been dealt with asin 1902 the works undertaken have been in many 
instances of a more permanent character. One hundred and twenty- 
seven new bridges were constructed, twenty-eight were rebuilt and 
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fifty-two were repaired, being two hundred and seven bridges dealt with 
by the department, against two hundred and eighty during 1902 and 
one hundred and thirteen in 1901. The large number in 1902 was due 
to the excessive floods in May and June of that year, by which a number 
of small structures in addition to four or five of the larger bridges were 
more or less damaged or completely destroyed. 

The office work of the branch during the year shows that 45 plans 
were prepared, indexed and recorded, 55 contracts were prepared and 
recorded, 154 bills of quantities for material were prepared and recorded. 

It will be observed that the number of plans prepared is less than 
in 1902, owing to the fact that in 1902 a series of general standard 
bridge plans had been prepared, thus avoiding the necessity of making 
special plans for every small structure. During the year the method 
was adopted of keeping close track of the expenditure incurred in bridge 
construction and repairs, and an extra clerk was engaged and kept at 
work in checking up and entering all paylists and accounts in connection 
with every structure in an office record book kept in the engineering 
branch. This will enable the department to readily compare the cost of 
similar structures, and will be useful for future reference in preparing 
estimates for new bridges. Although it may be found that in some 
localities the amount of work done was not up to expectations, it must 
be borne in mind that the estimates were not passed until the second 
sitting of the first session of the Legislative Assembly in June, resulting 
in instructions for the various class of works under the supervision of 
the department not being issued at as early a date as was desired. Some 
difficulty was also experienced in the transportation of material, owing 
to the congested state of traffic on the railway lines. 


DEPARTMENTAL BUILDINGS. 


The crowded condition of the departmental buildings formerly 
occupied by the several departments of the Government have been 
referred to in former reports, and it may be also pointed out that with 
the exception of the quarters occupied by the Departments of Education 
and Agriculture they were difficult of access, being nearly a mile anda 
half from the business portion of ‘the Territorial capital, were unsanitary, 
badly heated and badly lighted and totally undesirable for the purpose 
for which they were used. ; 

Mr. G. Michaelis having decided to rebuild in part, and enlarge the 
building occupied by the Regina Trading Co., Ltd., arrangements were 
made with him by which all the departments could be housed under one 
roof. The Departments of Education and Agriculture moved into the 
new quarters in November and the following month the Departments of 
the Attorney General, of the Territorial Secretary, of the Territorial 
Treasurer and of the Territorial Auditor were moved down town. Early 
in January, 1904, the Department of Public Works and the Irrigation 
Office were moved in. There can be no question about the advantages 
to be derived from having all the departmental offices together in one 
building, and greater efficiency can be expected from the staff, an in 
addition, the physical comfort of the individual members exer ‘ in 
stormy weather will be very much added to. The vault accommoda ee 
although not arranged to the best advantage, will be ample for the akg 
keeping of all Government records. The warehouse belonging to the 
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Government last year, and has been removed from its former location 
adjoining South Railway street to a point immediately north of the 
O.P.R. depot where the railway company has issued a lease for the 
building and yard room.

NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Arrangements have been continued with the Public School Board of 
Regina to continue the agreement made with them for normal school 
accommodation during the coming year. With the growth in the forma- 
tion of school districts throughout the Territories there is a growing 
demand for well qualified school teachers, and in order that they may 
be properly prepared for the work they are called upon to perform 
normal training is essential. Owing to the vast extent of our country 
many teachers are called upon to come from a long distance at heavy 
expense which they can ill afford to bear, to take the normal school 
course, and it will not be many years until more than one such institu- 
tion for this important work will have to be provided. 


REPAIRS TO PUBLIC WORKS. 


As has already been stated, no serious damage was done by floods to 
public works as occurred in 1902. However, the work of improving 
and repairing existing structures was carried on and more new bridges 
were built than in 1902. The bank protection in connection with the 
bridge over the Bow river at Canmore was completed last spring and 
the results are very satisfactory, but additional dykes will be required 
to make the work complete. This matter has been referred to 
the Dominion Government, who have undertaken to carry it through. 

The steel bridge at Pincher Creek over the stream of the same 
name was raised to place it at a safer elevation from possible floods, 
dykes and protection works being added. : 

The Mission bridge over the Elbow river at Calgary was refloored 
and is now in very good condition. The department is experiencing 
some trouble in maintaining bridge floors, owing to their short life, 
where the trafhe is heavy, and inquiries-were made last fall from eastern 
bridge companies with a view of obtaining a more serviceable descrip- 
tion of bridge flooring. It would seem that traction engines are a large 
factor in damaging bridge floors. 

Other bridges deserving of special note will be referred to further 
on in this report. 

CONSTRUCTION OF BRIDGES. 


Of the two hundred and seven bridges dealt with during the season 
it must be noted that, as explained before, one hundred and twenty- 
seven of these were new structures as compared with seventy-four new 
bridges built in 1902; a large number of those erected were provided 
with steel superstructures and in consequence are of a more permanent 
character than those built wholly of wood. Expenditure in. connection 
with the construction, reconstruction and repairs of bridges was 
$191,917.10 as compared with $146,633.11 the year before. The usual 
schedule of bridges constructed, reconstructed and repaired during the 
year follows, and in addition a schedule is appended showing the number 
of bridges in the Territories having iron or steel superstructures.

In addition to the above list of bridges it might be well to state, as 
intimated in the report for 1902, that the work of reconstructing the 
Oldman river bridge at Macleod and the Belly river bridge at Leth- 
bridge was delegated to the Territorial Department of Public Works, 
under authority of an Order of the Governor-General in Council, the 
bridges to consist of steel superstructures on permanent foundations of 
of concrete, being the first bridges with this class of substructure under- 
taken by this department. 

The progress made with the substructures of both these bridges up 
to date has been very satisfactory and the bridge at Macleod will soon 
reach the stage when the steel superstructure can all be put in place. 
The steel for both points has been on order for some time and a part is 
already delivered. In order to carry on the work of construction to 
the best advantage it was found necessary to add to our list of tools and 
implements a store crusher, one steam engine, two centrifugal pumps 
and a number of other articles. These, however, can be used to 
advantage in the future when permanent foundations of the above 
named character will take the place of pile and other timber sub- 
structures. The designs for the two bridges at Macleod and Lethbridge 
were prepared and carefully checked by Mr. Stocks, assistant chiet 
enyineer, who has had general charge of the work of construction. It 
was deemed advisable, in addition, to employ the very best and most 
experienced men available who understood the importance of taking 
every precaution with concrete work. Mr. D. McKinnon, who has been 
in the employ of the department for the last two years, was appointed 
inspector for both points. Owing to the excessive depth to which the 
excavations in the river beds had to be made the original estimated cost 
will be exceeded somewhat, and it was considered most advisable to 
have the piers and abutments rest upon a formation that was known to 
be safe and unyielding, as well as at such a depth as would not be 
affected by any changes in the river beds. 

The following bridges are worthy of special mention, 
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Bridge over Blindman river between sec. 54-39, sec. 3-40-1we. 


At this point there has been a great demand for a bridge owing to 
the difficulty of settlers in the Medicine Lodge hills west of Blindman 
river in reaching Lacombe and Blackfalds. ‘his difficulty was removed 
last season by constructing an 80 foot steel bridge with timber approached 
on a pile substructure.

This bridge consists of an 80 foot steel span with timber approaches 
and pile foundation. This structure is a great convenience to all settlers 
living west of Olds. 


Bridge over Little Red Deer river, sec. 19-30-35-1wé. 


This structure was built a little over two years ago as a pile trestle 
bridge, but was damaged by the floods of 1902, and although repaired it 
was not a suitable structure for the location on account of the river 
carrying a large amount of drift wood in flood stages. During the past 
season the bridge was rebuilt and consists of two 60 foot wooden trusses 
built on pile foundation. 


Bridge over St. Mary rwer near Cardston. 


This structure, as mentioned in the 1902 report, was completely 
destroyed by the floods of that year and great inconvenience resulted to 
the people of Cardston and those living to the east of the St Mary river 
in that section of the country. The new bridge is a very fine structure 
consisting of three 125 foot steel spans and two 20 foot wooden spans all 
on pile and timber foundations. The location of this bridge was changed 
to a point slightly down stream from the old site so that it would be less 
liable to damage from the waters of Lee creek in the event of the 
recurrence of floods, this stream having been the chief cause of the 
destruction of the former bridge. 


Bridge over Souris river secs. 14/15-2-Sw2. 


This bridge consists of an 80 foot steel span with a 36 foot wooden 
trestle making a very suitable and substantial crossing. There was in 
addition to this bridge a substantial structure consisting of an 80 foot | 
pile trestle bridge constructed over Long Creek enabling settlers to reach 
Kstevan without the previous difficulties encountered. 


Bridge over Long creek west of Macoun. 


Several requests were received from settlers west of Macoun asking 
for a bridge west of Long creek. The bridge, consisting of a 100 foot 
pile trestle, was completed during the past season making a reliable 
crossing for a great number of the settlers in that locality. 


Brodge over Qu’ Appelle river at McLean’s crossing. 


This bridge has been in a bad shape for some years, and a constant 
source of trouble owing to frequent repairs. On account of the large 
settlement north of the Qu’Appelle river doing business at Wolseley, it 
was decided to reconstruct the bridge. The present structure consists 
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of an 80 foot steel span on pile abutments, thus providing a first class 
crossing. This brings the number of steel bridges on the Qu’Appelle 
river up to fifteen, so that it is very apparent the department. is 
endeavouring as far as possible to build structures of a permanent and 
reliable nature. 


Bridge over Swift Current creek near Swift Current. 


This stream carries very heavy ice flow and it was found impossible 
to maintain a pile trestle bridge. Consequently the department decided 
to reconstruct this structure and an 80 foot steel span over the main 
channel and 100 feet of pile trestle for approach. The work is pretty 
well under way, and when completed, which will be early in the year, 
will make a very first class crossing. 


CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE OF ROADS. 


On account of the generally prevailing wet weather of last summer 
and fall some difficulty was met with in getting road work done, and 
generally speaking higher prices had to be paid for men and teams, 
resulting in a measure to reduction in the amount of work done for the 
money expended. All instructions issued to foremen included a clause 
to the effect that work would be subject to inspection by the department 
before payment would be made, and it has since been learned from a 
number of sources that the class of work performed has, to some extent, 
been better than that of former years. The question of road making 
will, however, always be a more or less serious subject to handle in the 
Territories on account of the lack of materials in a great proportion of 
its area which are essential in the construction of permanent roadways. 
Much, however, can be accomplished towards the betterment of the main 
thoroughfares of travel where the traffic is heaviest by the exercise of 
good judgment in road construction, and greater efforts should be made 
in the future than in the past in the proper drainage of the road bed so 
that in wet seasons the water may get away rapidly. 

Last year the sum of $45,817.77 was expended on road improvement 
directly by the department in addition to that done by small local 
improvement districts. It would be well to have an officer of the 
department deputed to take up the work of road construction specially, 
and to look into what is being done in the way of permanent road 
construction in those states across the line where similar conditions 
prevail. It would also be well to have an officer of this kind attend the 
many meetings of Good Roads Associations held in Canada and the 
United States, and thus become acquainted with almost every condition 
met with.

DRAINAGE, 


State os foc eens oe ee eee ee Drainage Engineer. 


Owing to the number of applications received during the past few 
years for the construction of ditches and drains in the improvement of 
roads, and incidentally lands adjacent thereto, it was thought advisable 
to have a drainage ordinance passed under the provisions of which lands 
benefited by the construction of drainage works could be assessed their 
fair proportion of the cost of construction. Such an ordinance was intro- 
duced and passed at the first session of the Assembly last year, and although 
some of the main features of the bill as passed differ materially from 
those contained in the drainage ucts of the provinces of Ontario and 
Manitoba it is considered that the ordinance will meet the requirements 
of the Territories in the construction of both Government and private 
drainage works, without the long, tedious legal procedure conspicuous in 
the Ontario law, and permits of the assessment of roads when benefited, 
a feature which does not exist in the Manitoba law. For the informa- 
tion of those into whose hands copies of this report may come, and who 
have not obtained copies of The Drainage Ordinance, it has been thought 
advisable to embody the ordinance in the report as follows: 


ORDINANCES OF 1903. 
CHAPTER 6. 
An Ordinance respecting Drainage. 
[Assented to June 19, 1903.] 


The Lieutenant Governor by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Terrritories enacts as follows: 


SHORT TITLE. 
1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Drainage Ordinance.” 
INTERPRETATION, 


2. In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires— 


1. The expression “department” means the Department of Publi 
Works for the Territories. ‘ CTE waierala sae 
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2. The expression “commissioner” means the Commissioner of 
Public Works for the Territories. 


3. The expression “engineer” means any engineer or land surveyor 
employed from time to time to perform any of the duties necessary for 
the carrying out of the provisions of this Ordinance. 


4, The expression “road” means and includes any public trail, road 
or highway including any road allowance laid out under the provisions 
of The Dominion Lands Act. 


5. The expression “report” includes all maps, plans and estimates of 
cost of any work undertaken under this Ordinance. 


6. The expression “owner” includes any person who by any right, 
title or estate whatsoever is or is entitled to land and the executor or 
administrator of an owner, the guardian of an infant owner, any person 
entitled to sell or convey the land, an agent of an owner under a general 
power of attorney or under a power of attorney empowering him to deal 
with the land and as regards roads, the Commissioner of Public Works. 


7. The expression “judge” means a judge of the Supreme Court of 
the Territories usually exercising jurisdiction in the district in which 
~any ditch or any proposed ditch is or will be situate. 

8. The expression “clerk” or “clerk of the court” or “Clerk of the 
Supreme Court” means any clerk or deputy clerk of the Supreme Court 
of the Territories in whose district any ditch or proposed ditch under 
this Ordinance is or will be situate. 


9. The expression “ditch” or “drain” means and includes a drain 
open or covered wholly or in part and whether in the channel of a 
natural stream, creek or watercourse or not, and also the work and 
material necessary for bridges, culvert catchbasins and guards in 
connection therewith. 


10. The expression “government ditch” means any ditch constructed 
by the commissioner whether any portion or all of the expense of the 
construction and maintenance thereof is borne by the Territories. or not, 


CONSTRUCTION OF GOVERNMENT DITCHES. 


2. Whenever the commissioner deems it may be of public benefit to 
construct any ditch for the purpose of improving any road in the 
Territories he may have an examination and survey made of the said 
tract with the view of determining the feasibility and cost of the 
construction of such ditch. 


4. The engineer employed to make the examination shall, as soon 
as possible, submit a report to the commissioner on the proposed ditch , 
which report shall include an assessment showing the proportion of the 
cost of the proposed undertaking payable by every road and parcel of 
land to be benefited and shall be filed in the department. 


5. The assessment shall be based upon the benefit to be derived 
from the ditch and the benefit to any parcel of land shall be determined 
by its increased value for the purpose for which it is or may be used 
and the benefit to any road by the cost either of making such road as 
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efficient for a highway as it will be made by the construction of the 
proposed ditch or of providing some alternative road and making it as 
efficient for a highway as the benefited road will be made by the con- 
struction of the proposed ditch. 


6. In the event of the commissioner determining after the receipt 
of the said report that the proposed ditch shall be constructed, such 
construction may be proceeded with forthwith ; and the commissioner 
shall cause a notice to be inserted in two consecutive weekly issues in a 
newspaper, published or circulating in the vicinity of such proposed 
ditch, of the determination to proceed with the construction thereof, and 
of the place or places where a copy of the engineer’s report may be 
inspected, one of which shall be at some convenient place in the vicinity 
of such proposed ditch. 


%. At any time within twenty days after the publication of the 
notice provided for in the next preceding section, any person affected by 
the assessment made by the engineer's report may file with the clerk 
of the court a notice of appeal from such assessment or any portion 
thereof, which notice shall specify the ground of appeal and shall be in 
duplicate. : 


(2). The notice of appeal sha]l contain the post office address of the 
appellant and of the person whose assessment is appealed against, if 
any, and shall be accompanied by the sum of ten dollars, the disposition 
of which shall be determined by the judge after hearing the appeal. 


(3) One duplicate of each notice of appeal shall be forwarded by 
the clerk to the commissioner at Regina by registered mail as soon as 
the time for filing notices of appeal has expired. 


8. The clerk shall thereupon submit the notices of appeal to the 
judge who shall fix a time and place for hearing the appeals of which 
notice has been given as prescribed by the next preceding section. 


9. At least ten days’ notice of the time and place so fixed shall be 
given by the clerk to the commissioner and to the applicant and to the 
person against whose assessment the appeal is made, if any, by registered 
letter. 


10. At the time and place so fixed the judge shall proceed to 
enquire into the sufficiency of the said appeals and for such purpose 
shall be a court of record and shall have all the powers vested in a court 
of record in civil cases. 


11. The judge may adjourn the said inquiry from time to time and 
from place to place as he shall think fit. 


1%. As soon as may be after the hearing of the evidence adduced 
the judge shall render his decision and shall confirm or alter the assess- 
ment in accordance therewith. 


13. The costs of any appeals shall be paid and apportioned between 
the parties in such manner as the judge may think fit and in the event 
of the $10 deposited by any party ordered to pay costs not proving 
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sufficient to pay the costs he is ordered to pay the deficiency shall be 
paid by the commissioner and shall be added to and form part of the 
amount of the assessment against the party ordered to pay such costs. 


_ 14. The costs allowable under the next preceding section shall be 
witness fees and expenses, and clerk’s fees and expenses and nc other 
which fees and expenses shall be the same as those allowable for similar 
services under the rules of the Supreme Uourt. 


15. The commissioner may make such arrangements as he may 
think fit for the construction of any government ditch either by contract 
or by day labour and for the payment therefor; and for the purpose of 
such construction and all examinations and other works preliminary or 
subsequent thereto may by himself, his engineers, agents and servants 
together with teams, tools, machinery and appliances enter upon any and 
all lands in whomsoever they are vested. 


16. Every person who interrupts, hinders or molests any person 
while engaged under authority of the commi:sioner in making any 
examination for or in constructing, maintaining or repairing any govern- 
ment ditch or the works connected therewith shall be guilty of an offence 
and upon summary conviction thereof liable to a penalty not exceeding 
$50 and costs or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days 
or to both. 


1%. Every ditch or drain constructed under the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be continued to an outlet of sufficient size and capacity 
to carry off the water delivered from such ditch or drain in addition to 
the water flowing in such outlet during any period of the year; and if 
necessary such outlet shall be enlarged as part of the construction of 
such ditch or drain to make it of sufficient size to carry the additional 
water delivered from such ditch or drain. 


I8. As soon as conveniently may be after the completion of the 
construction of any government ditch the commissioner shall ascertain 
the total cost thereof which shall include the cost of purchasing or 
expropriating the right of way for the ditch through lands which receive 
no benefit therefrom but not through lands which are benefited thereby, 
and shall apportion such cost amongst the lands and roads benefited in 
the proportions fixed by the assessment mentioned in section 4 hereof as 
tinally confirmed. 


19. The commissioner shall thereupon give notice by registered 
letter to the owner of any parcel of land against which any portion of 
such cost of construction is apportioned whose address is known ot the 
amount of such cost apportioned against such land and any costs which 
such owner may be liable to pay under the provisions of section 13 hereof 
shall be added thereto and shall be deemed to be a part of the sum appor- 
tioned against such land. 


20. All sums apportioned against any lands under the preceding 
sections shall be a special lien against such lands in favour of His Majesty 
having priority over any claim, lien, privilege or incumbrance thereon 
except taxes, 
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(2) In the event of any portion of the costs being apportioned 
against any parcel of land which has not been granted by the Crown the 
amount of such portion of costs shall become a lien as in this section 
provided immediately upon the grant of such lands from the Crown, 


RECOVERY OF AMOUNT OF ASSESSMENTS. 


‘21. Any sum apportioned against any parcel of land shall be a 
debt due to His Majesty and may be recovered by suit against the owner 
of such parcel of land in the name of the attorney general and in any 
such suit a certificate purporting to be signed by the commissioner shall 
be prima facie evidence of the debt. 


2%. Any sum apportioned against any parcel of land shall be 
payable to the commissioner in ten equal annual instalments on the first 
day of December in each year together with interest at five per cent. per 
annum on the unpaid amount payable on the same date such interest to 
be computed from the first day of December of the year in which the 
ditch is completed on which day the first of the said ten annual instal- 
ments shall be paid. 


23. Any person liable to pay any sum as in the next preceding 
section provided may commute the unpaid instalments by a cash 
payment of the total amount of such instalments or with the consent of 
the commissioner may pay the same in a less number of annual instal- 
ments than as provided in the said section. ; 


MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS. 


24. The commissioner shall make provision for all work necessary 
for the maintenance of and repairs to any government ditch and the cost 
thereof shall be apportioned in the same manner as the costs of the 
construction of such ditch and shall be due and payable on the first day 
of December of the year in which the work is done. 


2%. In case the owner of any parcel of land neglects to pay any 
sum for which he is liable for one month after such sum becomes due the 
commissioner may cause the same to be levied with costs by distress of 
the goods and chattels of or in the possession of such owner or of any 
goods and chattels found on the said parcel of land in the possession of 
any occupant thereof. 


26. In the event of any sum payable by the owner of any parcel of 
land remaining unpaid for t wo years, the commissioner may cause notice 
to be sent by registered letter to all persons shown by the records of the 
proper Lands Titles Office to have any interest in the said parcel of land 
to the address shown by such records, if any, that after the expiration of 
three months from the mailing of such notice application will be made 
to a judge of the Supreme Court for an order vesting the title of the 
said parcel of land in His Majesty. 


(2) At any time after the expiration of the said three months if the 
sum or sums due have not in the meantime been paid the attorney 
general may apply to the judge on not less than ten days’ notice to the 
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parties and in the manner mentioned in the next preceding subsection for 


a vesting order and the judge may thereupon direct that the said parcel of 
land be absolutely vested in His Majesty freed from all liens, mortgages 
and incumbrances of whatsoever kind 


(8) Upen any application under the next preceding subsection any 
certificate purporting to be signed by the commissioner shall be prima 
facie evidence of the facts stated therein. 


(4) In the event of the sum or sums due being paid before the judge 
has made the vesting order as provided in subsection (2) hereof the said 
owner shall pay to the commissioner such costs as the judge may direct and 
such costs shall be deemed to be a part of the sum last due and may be 
recovered in any manner provided for recovering any other sum payable 
by such owner. 


REMOVAL OF OBSTRUCTIONS, 


#@. When any government ditch, heretofore or hereafter constructed, 


becomes obstructed by dams, bridges, fences, washouts and other 


obstructions caused by the owner or the person in possession of the lands 
where such obstruction occurs so that the free flow of water is 
impeded thereby, the person or persons owning or occupying such land 
shall, upon reasonable notice in writing given by the commissioner, 
remove such obstructions in any manner caused as aforesaid, and if not 
so removed within the time specitied in the notice the commissioner shall 
forthwith cause the same to be removed. ) 


#8. If the cost of removing such obstruction is not paid by such 
owner or occupant to the commissioner forthwith the same may be 
recovered by suit in the name of the Attorney Ueneral against such 
occupant or owner or may be recovered in any manner provided by this 
Ordinance for the recovery of any other sum payable to the commis- 
sioner. 


CONSTRUCTION OF PRIVATE DITCH. 


#9. Any municipality, local improvement district or village or any 
owner who desires to construct a ditch or drain shall, if such ditch or 
drain affects other lands than lands owned by such municipality, local 


improvement district, village or owner, employ an engineer to make 


necessary surveys and prepare the plans, estimates of cost and other 
information required with such ditch or drain. 1901, ¢. 4, ss. 38, 40. 


30. Upon completion of the survey of any ditch or drain an appli- 
cation shall be forwarded to the commissioner in form prescribed by the 
commissioner for authority to construct such ditch or drain ; with a 
plan prepared by the engineer showing the location of the proposed ditch, 
the names of the owners of lands crossed by such ditch and the outlet for 
the ditch together with any further information necessary to a clear 
understanding of the location and character of the proposed undertaking é 
and such plan shall be accompanied by a detailed report by the engineer 
regarding the manner in which lands crossed by the ditch will be affected 
thereby, the probable cost of completing the construction of the ditch 
and any further information required by the commissioner, 1901, ¢. 4, 


s, 42, 
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31. The application, plan, report and estimates required by the 
next preceding section shall be filed in the department and if approved 
by the commissioner a permit shall be issued to the applicant authorising 
him to proceed with the construction of the proposed ditch or drain and 
granting a definite period for the completion of such construction. 1901, 
c. 4, 8. 43. 


$2. The holder of a permit for the construction of a ditch or drain 
may proceed with such construction across any lands in whomsoever 
vested doing no unnecessary damage thereto or thereon but shall first 
pay for the right of way required for such ditch or drain. 1901, ¢. 4, 
s. 44) 


33. If the holder of such permit is unable to agree with the owner . 
of any land crossed by such ditch or drain as to the compensation to be 
paid for the right of way required therefor they shall proceed to arbi- 
trate the question of such compensation uoder the provisions of The 
Arbitration Ordinance. 1901, ¢ 4, 8. 45. 


34. This Ordinance shall apply to government ditches the examin- 
ation for which has been made but the construction of which has not 
been completed prior to the passing of this Ordinance. 


REPEAL. 


35. Sections 31 to 46 both inclusive of The Public Wore Ordinance 
being chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1901 are hereby repealed. 


To carry out the provisions of the foregoing ordinance a drainage 
engineer was appointed and the first work undertaken was an exami- 
nation of the large marsh lying to the north-east of the Soo line between 
Yellowgrass and Weyburn, by which it is estimated that about 11,000 
acres of land will be reclaimed and rendered fit for cultivation, and 
approximately 20 miles of road allowances will be drained so that they 
can be improved for road purposes, giving access to stations on the Soo 
line from the north-east. After the field work at this point was 
completed an examination was made of MacFarlane (Red Deer) creek in 
the Prince Albert district with the object of ascertaining what could be 
done towards its improvement as a drainage channel and in the 
reclamation of low lying lands along its course. With the examination 
not being completed at the end of the year it will not be advisable to 
say anything further on the proposed work. 

Owing to the number of applications for drainage works Mr. T. H, 
Wiggins, Assistant Chief Surveyor, who has had a very broad 
experience in matters of this kind, was sent to Lacombe to make a 
further examination into the proposed drainage works to the east and 
north of that town. His report shows that a large area of land will be 
benefited and that roads in the vicinity will be greatly improved and in 
addition the right of way of the C.& E. Railway will receive some 
benefit. | 

In addition to the above mentioned a number of smaller drainage 
works have been examined and reported on by the district surveyors 
and engineers throughout the country. 
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The steam ditching machine known as steam ditcher No. 1 belonging 
to the department, which was operated east of Fort Saskatchewan in 
1902, continued working at this point during last year and completed 
what is known as Government drain No. 2,and much benefit has accrued 
to roads and lands in the vicinity of the drain. ‘This machine was 
moved late in the year to Strathcona to be operated this coming season 
on the proposed drain south of Strathcona towards Ellerslie No. 2 
machine made good progress during the period it was operated on what 
is known as the Favel’s lake drainage scheme north of Edmonton and 
should complete this work next season. On account of the number of 
applications received for drainage works in the year 1902 the depart- 
ment ordered in the autumn of that year three additional ditching 
machines of the same type and capacity (one-half yard dipper) as the two 
already referred to. ‘They were purchased from Messrs. Beatty & Sons, 
Welland, Ont. One of these machines was located a few miles to the 
north of Lacombe and is ready for operation in the coming spring 
as soon as the frost is out of the ground, and will be employed in the 
enlargement of a branch of Wolf creek and the construction of a ditch 
leading thereto southerly to a point about due east of Lacombe. The 
fourth machine was put together at a point on Long creek near 
McTaggart’s siding on the Soo line and began operations in the month of 
September, a little more than half a mile of ditch being completed by 
the end of the season. This work is for the drainage of a large area of 
Jand lying to the north-east of the Soo line and draining to Long creek 
and, as already stated, about 11,000 acres of land will be reclaimed and 
approximately 20 miles of road allowances will be drained so that they 
ean be improved for public travel. The fifth machine was sent to Prince 
Albert, being originally intended to put it at work on the enlargement 
and improvement of MacFarlane (Red Deer) creek, but as the examination 
and surveys were not completed in time to do any work before the end 
of the year the machine was rented to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company. There is no question but these machines are the right type 
to han lle certain classes of work where teams and manual labour cannot 
be employed, on account of the wet nature of the ground and where a 
channel to be constructed is of large area in cross section to permit of the 
economical handling of the excavated material. They can also be used 
to advantage in the enlargement and straightening of existing drainage 
channels. 

A large number of applications were received during the year for 
the construction of drainage works many of which will doubtless be 
undertvken by the new local improvement districts as purely local under- 
takings and as a part of their work in-the general improvement of the

It will be noted from the above schedule that 23 ferries were 
operated under instructions from the department, being an increase of 
one over the preceding year, the ferry north of Maple Creek having been 
installed early in the season and put in operation. Some trouble and 
inconvenience was occasioned by the scow of the ferry over the Bow 
river at the Blackfoot reserve breaking away and being carried down 
stream. This ferry was established at a point known as Eagle Ribs, 
about seven or eight miles above the location of the old ferry, this point 
being selected at the. request of the settlers. The Fort Saskatchewan 
ferry was turned over to the village early in the season on the under- 
standing that it should hereafter be maintained and operated at the 
expense of the local authorities, which arrangement has been perfectly 
satisfactory to all parties concerned, and the department is informed that 
the ferry more than pays for its operation. From the amount of travel 
served by the ferries at almost every point there would seem to be little 
reason why these conveniences for the use of the public should not be 
self sustaining instead of a heavy bill of expense to the department as 
at present. This applies especially to the Battleford steam ferry, the 
Saskatoon ferry and a number of other cable ferries on the south branch 
and the ferry at Medicine Hat as well. As the new steel bridge over 
the Old Man river at Macleod will be open for traffic at an early date 
the ferry at this point will be dispensed with. 


FIREGUARDS. 


Under the existing contracts and agreements made with The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, Calgary and Edmonton Railway 
Company, Regina Long Lake & Saskatchewan Railway Company, 
Alberta Railway and Coal Company, and the St. Mary’s River 
Railway Company 942°27 track miles or 1,884°54 miles of fireguard were 
ploughed and reconstructed as compared with 1,751 miles of this class of 
fireguard completed in 1902; and in addition 1,119 miles of other fire- 
guards were completed in Southern Alberta, Assiniboia and Saskatchewan 
as against 898 miles completed in 1902. Generally speaking these fire- 
guards all consist of 16 furrows ploughed to a depth of four inches, the 
railway guards being 300 feet from the track line. Notwithstanding the 
efforts made in the prevention of prairie fires by this means one or two 
disastrous fires occurred, the worst one starting between Gull Lake 
station and Swift Current owing to their being no guard constructed, 
the contractor for the work having found it too difficult to plough. 
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___ As the prices for all classes of labour in the Territories have advanced 
since the agreements with the railway companies were entered into by 
which the Government was to construct the railway fireguards the 
companies paying practically a fixed charge for original ploughing and 
reploughing, it was thought advisable to cancel all the existing 
contracts to take effect on the 31st December, 1903, in accordance with a 
provision in the contracts by which either party thereto could cancel the 
contract by giving three months’ notice before the end of any calendar 
year. The following schedule will show the location and mileage of the 
guards completed :

those 


portions of the Territories where difficulties have been met with in boring 
for water the system adopted in former years was in a measure departed 
from. In the early days the policy of the Government seems to have 
been to determine at what depth water could be found by well boring 
In any particular locality, and what difficulties might be met with so that 
incoming settlers would be able to form an estimate of the probable cost 


of obtaining a water supply. The original intention seems to have 


been 


modified to some extent owing to the fact that in quite a number of 
instances the department went to the expense of putting in pumps and

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other appliances in wells where water had been obtained. Many of these 
appliances are now more or less effectual, and in some cases valueless, on 
account of the very people who received the direct benefit from the well 
not making any attempt towards keeping the pump in repair. To 
provide wells for every person who is in need of a water supply, together 
with the necessary appliances for raising the water, and keep them in 
in repair would be Herculean task and is totally impracticable. In 
consequence of this growing state of affairs it was thought advisable to 
modify the policy in connection with well boring in this way, and the 
department have during the past season furnished well boring machines 
free of cost to applicants in their order and paid the wages of the 
foreman in charge of the machine. All other charges in connection 
therewith, together with the well casing, have been paid by the applicant. 
This method seemed to work out very satisfactorily during the past 
year, but it need not be pointed out that the resources at the disposal 
of the Government can only meet the necessities of a very limited 
number of the older settled districts to say nothing of those in the new 
settlements being constantly located. An effort was also made by the 
department to assist by way of bonus the introduction of well boring 
apparatus by practical men who could put down wells for the settlers 
many of whom are able and willing to pay for the same, and it is 
hoped that efforts in this direction will be successful, as it seems to be 
the most practical way of meeting the difficulties of this most serious 
question. An arrangement of this kind was made with Mr. David 
Hark, of Rouleau, but the machine arrived too late last fall to have 
much -vork done. In very many districts where it has been supposed 
that it was almost impossible to get water it has been struck in wells 
from 25 to 50 feet and it would appear that the test augurs, one of which 
is in practically every territorial constituency, might be used to a greater 
extent than they have for the last few years. With these two men can 
easily run down a three inch bit to 50 or 60 feet and as water runs 
apparently in narrow veins above the blue clay many settlers have been 
successful in finding water often near dry holes dug to a much greater 
depth simply because a dug well was just outside the line of the water 
vein. A considerable number of these tests were made last season, 
more than half of which were successful.

At the session of the Legislature held in November last The Local 
Improvement Ordinance of 1901 was repealed and a new Ordinance was 
passed to take effect on and after January Ist, 1904. Under the 
provisions of this Ordinance the small districts heretofore existing were 
done away with and provision was made for the division of the country 
into districts comprising an area of not less than 108 nor more than 216 
square miles. It also provided that all the area which was formerly in 
small local improvement districts might be established as districts under 
the new ordinance by Order in Council, and that any area of not more 
than two townships adjoining these small districts, but which was 
formerly part of a large district, might be included within the districts 
so organised. Any area over and above the two townships mentioned 
can only be established as a district on a petition signed by not less than 
twenty-five residents of the area proposed to be constituted a district. 

In the year 1901 an expression of Opinion was obtained from the 
ratepayers in a large number of the old small districts as to the 
advisability of abolishing the commutation of taxes by labour. At 
that time less than one hundred districts were in favour of doing 
away with commutation. Since 1901, however, the feeling against 
statute labour has grown, and several small districts petitioned for 
disorganisation and the inclusion of their areas in large districts. A 
desire was also expressed in many sections of the country for power to 
raise a larger revenue for local improvement purposes with control of 
the funds of the district vested in the ratepayers. This desire was 


“ 
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shown by the large number of districts which took advantage of the 
provision in the law for doubling the amount of the assessment. It has- 
been impossible to realise satisfactory results in road making by 
labour performed in commutation of taxes, and this fact was realised by 
the ratepayers in all the more progressive districts. In order to give 
effect to the widely expressed desire on this matter commutation 
of taxes by labour has been abolished, as stated, and provision 
has been made for an assessment of from one and a quarter to 
five cents per acre, thus enabling the people to raise sufficient funds in 
each district for such work as can be completed in the short season 
during which such work can be carried on. 

Provision is made in the new ordinance for the election of not less 
than three nor more than six councillors for each district. These 
councillors appoint a secretary-treasurer, decide upon the rate of assess- 
ment for the whole district and arrange what work has to be done and 
how it shall be performed. 

The country has already been organised into districts under the new 
ordinance and councillors have been elected in nearly all districts. 

The work of assessing the large local improvement districts was 


very much heavier than in previous years and, owing to the delay in 


obtaining complete information from the various sources from which the 
information is available, the assessment was not completed until late in 
the year. The sum of $103,234.65 was, however, collected during the 
year for taxes in large districts and during the first two months of 1904 
previous to the date of this report the sum of $16,405.00. The number 
of receipts issued for large districts during 1903 for taxes was 10,422. 

The sum of $10,833.46 was collected for arrears of taxes in small 
districts and forwarded to overseers. 

For school districts, $8,007.31 arrears of taxes were collected and 
forwarded to secretary-treasurers. 

Payment of arrears of taxes collected for small districts and school 
districts is made by cheque, and in order to pay to the district the 
amounts collected during the year 1,288 cheques were issued. 

In connection with the correspondence of the branch the amount of 
work involved may be estimated when it is stated that 24,454 items of 
mail matter were received and 57,859 items of mail matter were sent 
out. The latter figures comprise 7,172 letters, 12,219 receipts, 34,547 
notices and circulars, and 3,921 cheques.

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ARREARS OF SCHOOL TAXES. 


Under the provisions of The School Assessment Ordinance secretary- 
treasurers of school districts have to forward to the commissioner of the 
department a return of all unpaid taxes to enable the department to deal 
with school Jands on which taxes are in arrear for two years or more in 
the same manner as lands in similar conditions in local improvement 
districts are dealt with, in accordance with the forfeiture clauses of the 
ordinance. 

Information is furnished by the local improvement branch in reply 
to enquiries as to arrears of taxes on lands in school districts. This 
entails considerable correspondence, and the taxes received by the 
department in response to information furnished from the returns of 
arrears have to be entered by the cashier and official receipts forwarded. 

As already stated the sum of $8,007.31 was collected by the local 
improvement branch during the year 1903 for arrears of taxes due to 
schol districts, and the amounts due to each district were duly forwarded 
to the secretary-treasurer in every case.
